His Appointment a Sop to Genera! Grant and a Bait 
for Hungry Iadianians to Nibble At- Oae of the 
Men Who Approached the Atisnts 
Barthworks in 1864, Ete., Bite. 


W ASHINGTON, April 5.—Walter Q. Gresham, of In 

diana, the new postmaster-general, is now United 

States circuit judge. Mr. Gresham was born in 

Harrison county, Indiana, in 1832. He was edu- 

cated iu his native state, and after graduation at 
the Indiana state university,in Bloomington, he 

studied law, and soon afterward began practice at 
Corydon, the county seat of Harrison county. He 
was from the first suecessfulasa lawyer, and took 
an active partin the politics of the state. Shortly 
before the outbreak of the late civil war, he was 
elected representative in the state legislature, and 
in 1861 he was chairman of the house commitiee on 
military affairs. While occupying this position he 
cooperated so skillfully and energetically with 
Governor Morton in the organization of the 
state militia and in raisiag and forwarding troops 

that the latter on September 18, 1861, commissioned 
him lieutenant colonel of the Thirty-eighth regi- 
ment Indiana Volunteers. On March 20, 1862, he 
was promoted to be colonel of the Fifty-third In- 
diana, and on August 11, 1863, to be brigadier gen- 
eral of volunteers. He participated in the siege of 
Corinth, the siege and capture of Vicksburg, and 
the siege of Jackson, Mississippi, and up to January 
8, 1864, commanded the Third brigade of the Fourth 
division of the Seventeenth army corps. He was 
brevetted major general for distinguished gallantry 
and commanded the fourth division of the Seven- 
teenth corps, until July of the same year, when he 


was severely wounded in the action before At- 
lanta. hie was mustered out of 
service en April 30, 1866, and as soon as his 
health aud strength were fully restored, he 
entered into partuership with Judge Butler, of 
New Albany, Indiana, and resumed the practice of 
law in thatcity. General ‘Gresham and General 
Grant have been warm personal frieads for many 
years. After General Gresham had been promo- 
ted upon General Giant’s recommendation from 
the colonelcy of the 53rd Indiana Volunteers to be 
brigadier general, after the surrender of Vicksburg, 
ho found that there was a movement on foot to 
prevent his confirmation by the senate. He wrote 
a private letter to General Grant, who exerted his 
} great infiuence successfully to have the nomination 


confirmed, After General Grant became 
president he appointed General Gresh- 
am United States district judge for Indiana, 


an office which he still retains. Itis known that 
Judge Gresham has lung felt some desire to enter 
political life and there wasconsiderable talk in 
ravor Of nominating him fergovenorin 1830. Later 
he was put forward asa candidate for the United 
States senate to succeed Joseph E. McDonald, 
but he withdrew from the contest when it was 
found that a mujority of the republican members 
of the legislatttre favored the: ‘ection of General 
Harrison. Judge Gresham is am u Of of conceded 
ability and graet force of character. He is nota 
man of large fortune, however, and it is said that 


he is ambitious to succeed Circui 
Judge Drummoud who is becoming 
advanced in years aud may ask to 


be retired before the end of President Arthur’s ac- 
ministration. In 188! he was strongly urged for a 
place in the cabinet of President Garfield,and there 
is reason to believe that the representations of his 
friends in his behalf were regarded with much 
favor. Judge Gresham will not be ready to assume 
the duties of his new office for several days. The 
appointment of Judge Gresham to a cabinet office 
will be heartily accepted by the republicans of Ln- 
diana generally as a fair recognition of the 
*‘claims’’ which they strongly urge in 
their own behalf, The president has 
designated First Assistant Postmaster General Ht 
ton toactas postmaster general for a period of jeu 
days, beginning to-day. 

NEW York, April 5.—The. president's action in 
appointing Judge Gresham, of Indiana as postmas- 
ter genesal, is commented on favorably in political 
circies. Judge Gresham was a brilliaut soldier dnu- 
ring the war, aud was appointed to his present poe 
sition of judge of the United States district ceurt 
by President Grant. He is able and thoroughly in- 
dependent. Itis learned that he is at Evansville 
to-day, and has accepted the appointment. 


SAM RANDALL’S GAME, 


To Kun intothe Spesakerahip Under Cover ofa Til- 
den Boom, 
NEw YorK, April 5.—A military man. on the in- 
side circle told me yesterday that Sam Randall got 
a little off and expressive when in New York, and 
blurted out the fact that the programme was to re- 
vive Tilden again for president, and torun Randall 
for speaker under cover of the Tilden national 
campaign. Men who will not vote for Randall for 
speaker are to be marked as enemies of the Tilden 
administration. Dave Hill, of Elmira, and 
Dan Manning, of Albany are said to 
be the Tilden leaders here working up the 
matter. I see indications that the Tildeu managers 
are encouraging a large republican vote in this 
slate next year, soas to make New York appear 
doubtful again in 1881. Asa doubtful state there 
will be acry for Tilden. Some say Conkling means 
tosupport him, Cleveland is considered absolute- 
ly out of the list of presidential competitors. The 
anti-Tildea element in this state is rapidly con- 
verging upon McDonald. There is a Tilden jollow- 
ing in the south, notably in Georgia, aud a ‘tilden 
clusterin Missouri, lilinois aud Ohio, The old 
man’s power isin his money,and his weaknegs is 
in not keeping promises withit. If he would open 
his purse moderately wide and keep it open he 
would perhaps carry the convention again as he 
did in St. Louis. But his word is not considered as 
good as it then was.

Peter Cooper was obliged to pick up an education 
a® best he could. Ati7 he wasan apprentice at 
coach making, His first start towards a fortune was 
by the invention of an improvement in machines 
or shearing cloth during the war of 1812-15. He 


then went into the manufacture of cabinet 
ware, afterwards inio the grocery busi- 
ness, and finally in the manu- 


facture of glue and isinglass, in which business he 
remained for over halt a century, accumulating a 
handsome fortune. In 1830 he built works for the 
manufacture of iron, and afterwardsa rolling and 
wire mill in New York. In1845 he had a rolling 

fill for making railroad bars at Trenton, New 

erscy. At Baltimore, in 1830. he designed and 
built the first locomotive engine construcced in 


America, operating it on the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad. For eighteen years he was 
president of the New York, Newfoundland 


and London telegraph company. He also experi- 
mented successiully in a project forthe best pro- 
pelling power for boats on the Erie canal, using the 
endless chain. Always interested in his native city 
he was chosen tothe board of assistants and of al- 
dermen. He wasalso prominent in the establish- 
ment of the old Public school society. He accom- 
plished the great object of his life, the estabiish- 
ment of an institution, the Cooper Union, for free 
education. In 1854 he laid the corner stone ofa 
large building on ‘Third and Fourth avenues in 
New York, devoted to art and science, This insti- 
tution now counts over 2,000 pupils per year. It 
has a school of art for women, a free school of te- 
legraphy for young women, lecture rooms, reading 
rooms, and a library of over 10,000 volumes. The 
anuual expense of this institution is about $60,000. 
In 1879 Mr. Cooper added another story to this 
building. Mr. Cooperwasa candidate for presi- 
dent of tae United states,on the greenback labor 
ticketin 1876.

A SAD STORY. 


A Woman Out of Work and Without Hope of the 
Future. 

WASHINGTON, April 5.—To-day the Critic contains 
the following pathetic story. It may not be true, 
but there are many cases likeit thatare true: ‘‘Last 
evening the Critic was met by a womon who ap- 
peared to be about twenty-five years of age. She 
was dressed in neat, but not costly, attire. She was 
of pretty figure, with large biue eyes, and seemed 
to be possessed of a fine suitof hair. Her general 
. appearance bespoke good parentage, and her con- 
versation was of such a character as to lead one to 
believe that she had been brought up in good soci. 
ety. In fact, herevery movement was that_pf a 
lady; but she was in distress "and 
Sauted assistance. The Critic asted her how she 


eame here and where from. She said: ‘I came 
here four years ago, and 1 was brought here by 
Congressman , of Kentucky, and got a place 
in the treasury. His term in congress expired, and 
when he went out of congress! lost my place. I 
have been living as best i could from that day to 
the present, I have exhausted every article of jew- 
elry i possessed, even a ring my dying mother gave 
me, in order to subsist, and now at last am turned 
out upon. the streets among strangers, as it 
were, to live as best I can. I have sacrificed 
home, relativesand friends, everything, save my 
bhonor, in order to live, and here I am walking the 
streets to-night witout a place to sieep.”’ At this 
point the woman sobbed and cried. The Critic 
asked her ifshe had a father living. Shesaid: ‘I 
'havenot. My father diéd before I was old enough 
| toknow anything of the trialsof this world. He 
joined Johu Morgan’s command and was killed in 
Umio. I havenosister. ihave one brotherin Ken 
tucky, but he objected to my coming hereand I 
fear to let him know my wants. I feel like going and 
drowning myself.’’ She was provided with means to 
secure a night's lodgin and a breakfast. Where 
she will get the next, the good Lord only knows. 
Suffice it tosay, hersisbut the story of hundreds 
of pure and innocent women who are brought here 
by designing and unscrupulous congressmen for 
buseand ungodly purposes. It is to be hoped that 
this shortand imperfect sketch may reach the eye 
of her brother and that he may from the outline 
given, be able to see the necessity of coming to this 
city of magnificent distress and disappointed 
hopes, gather his sisterin his armsand take her 
back to her old Kentucky home.

DISCOVERED DYNAMITE. 


A FACTORY RAIDED BY THE POLICE 
IN BIRMINGHAM. ; 


Four Men Arrested in London, Lambeth and 
Birmingtem—The Skillful Maneuverings of 
the Dynemite Fiends — O’Denovan 
Resta’e Men Getting Into Troabis. 


LoxpDON, April 5.—The Birmingham city police 
made a raid upon a suspected locality in Ledham 
streetin Lady Wood, and discovered a Fenian 
nitro-glycerine factory in fulloperation there. The 
premises were taken two months ago by an Irish 
American, who gave the name of Whitehead. He 
has purchased glycerine and acids for the manu- 
facture of explosives, He was  cap- 
tured. The exciting events of the 
day have crowded on each other so fast that their 
importance could scarcely be realized until the 
hours of night admitted of a complete summing 
up. The happenings include the unearthing 
in Birmingham ofthe most important dynamite 
factory ever discovered, the arrest of four ruin 
breeders in London, and onein Birmingham; an 
attempt on the government magazine ‘in Ireland, 
and the reception of anincendiary let:er in Lon- 
don. The excitement over these occurrences was 
notconfined tothe government offices, but was 
apparent to the most casual observer on the street. 
The promptand active precautionary steps that 
were taken by the governmen: officials were highly 
commended on all sides. Not only was the post: 
office and neighboring government property 
put under an increased guard, 


but the royal residence at Windsor was supplied 
with a large force of sentinels, who were sent 
thither in a private and wunostentatious manner. 
This was rendered more necessary because it was 
known to the government officers that late last 
night, in connection with the discovery ot the dy- 
namite factory at Birmingham, a report was re- 
ceived that some conspirators were already on their 
way to Windsor from Birmingham. It Is stated, 
with some confidence, in official circles that there

BROUGHT UP IN COURT. 

Whitehead has been remanded-for one week 
at the request of the home secretary. At his exam- 
ination evidence was given showing that the police 
detectives had followed Norman, who was arrested 
in London from Whitehead’s house in this city.

The re was no less sensation in the house ef com- 
mous when these arrests were announeed than else- 
where. Sir Wm. Harcourt, home secrétary, in a 
brief speech, outlining the facts, confirmed what 
had, up to this time, been merely a rumor, that 
Norman had been put under arrest. He added 
that.150 pounds of highly explosive liquid had 
been found in Norman's quarters, and that it was 
stored in a skillfully devised rubber bag. He also 
confirmed the discovery of the dynamite manufac- 
tory at Birmingham,’and gave the particulars of the 
affair. He said further that a considerable amount 
of the same kind of explosives had been discovered 
in the rooms of the Lambeth prisoners, and that 
part of the money on one these men was in Ameri- 
can bank notes.

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THE BRITISH BUDGET. 


The Keportof Hon. Hugh ©. Childers, Seeretary @ 
War—A Presperous Showing. 
LONDON, April 5.—In the house of commons to- 
day, Mr. Hugh C, Childers, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, laid before the house the budget for the 
financial year ending March 31, 1583. The total 
revenue forthe year was 89,004,000 pounds. This 
exceeded the estimate 406.900 pounds. The de- 
crease in the consumption of spirits had made are- 
duction from that source of 5,000,000 pounds. He 
said the total expenditures had been 88,906,000 


pounds, showisg & surplus of 98,000 pounds. 
The expenses of the war in

There fell to the present ad- 
ministration off the government an _  inher- 
itance of 7,850,000 pounds for war charges, wnich 
had been paid out of the taxes of 10,7000,000 
pounds for. war charges. He had no arrears 
whatever to report on account of the war expen- 
diture as incurred by the present government. For 
the coming year he estimated that the expendi- 
ture would be 85,789,000 pounds. The national 
debt was reduced the past year by about 7,10U,000 


pounds and he expected to make (furth- 
er reduction this year of about $00, - 
000 = pounds. He further said that” he 


expected to see the debt reduced during the next 
twenty years by 172,000,000 pounds. He estimated 
that the coming year would bring the government 
a revenue of 88,480,000 pounds giving a surplus of 
291,000 pounds, provided the expenditures did 
not exceed the estimates. Mr, Childers proposed 
amongfother reductions, that a provision be made 
looking toward a reduction of the rates for tele- 
rams sent enywhere inland to six pence each.

The nephew of 
testator took no titleas executor, but only as 
trustee, 

2. There could be no recovery on the de- 
mise of the children of the two deceased 
grandchildren of the testator. The property 
was beldin trust for testator’s daughter during 
her life, the trustees being required to leave 
her in possession and permit her to enjoy the 
entire rents, issues and profits for her own 
use and support, and after her death to apply 
the entire income to the support of her chil- 
dren named in the wili, or such of them as 
might survive her, so long as each of them 
lived.

THE SPRING ELECTIONS, 

Except in the Rhode Island rotten borough, 
where the factory boss is omnipotent, where, 
too, the right of voting is regulated by the 
wealth or tax disbursements of the citizen—in 
every other part of the country where elec- 
tions have been held this spring, there are com- 
fort and inspiration for the democracy. The 
democratic flood of last fall has not receded, 
as the republicans predicted it would. The 
recent elections do in fact show that it isa 
staying, if not a rising. tide. 

The result in Michigan is a genuine sur 
prise. This state has been considered as 
surely republican as Vermont and lowa, so 
pure that the spring elections for two judges 
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versity had not been contested since Fremont 
was a republican candidate for president. 
But last Monday the democrats and green- 
backers met the enefhy, and accordiug to the 
latest returns, they succeeded in defeating 
Austin Blair, the old war governor of the 
state, who was the republican candidate for 
one of the supreme court judgships. The 
other nominee of the republicans ran ahead 
of his ticketand may squeeze in. Practically 
it was a republican defeat. Following the 
Waterloo last fall and the bitter senatorial 
fued of last winter this result is very signifi- 
cant, and leading republican papers do not 
hesitate to say that Michigan should hereaf- 
ter be classed among the doubtful states. In 
1880 Garfield had a majority of 18,762 over 
both the democratic and greenback tickets. 

In Ohio elections were held on Tuesday in 
all the principal towns of the state, and the 
returns show almost without exception dem- 
ocratic victories or large gains. Returns from 
about thirty cities are at hand. Ohio elecis 
a governor next fall, and it is everywhere 
felt that the result of the October election 
will have a strong bearing on the great con- 
test of ‘84. “The recent municipal elections 
have disheartened the republicans, and they 


begin to cry out to Mr. John Sherman 
to take charge of what is 
now a forilorn- hope. Mr. Sherman 


would no doubt bea formidable candidate, 
but he has a very good-sized crop of enemies 
at home who would be glad of an oppor- 
tunity to.secretly slaughter him. The re- 
publicans of Ohio are if possible more dis- 
couraged and at sea than the republicans of 
Michigan. 

On top of these disasters to the adm inistra- 
tion party comes the overwhelming victory 
of the democrats in Chicago. If the vote of 
last Tuesday can be maintained, it will suf- 
fice to change the nature of the vote of 
Illinois. We can, however, do without Illi- 
nois. To carry Illinios, in addition to Ohio, 
would, in fact, give the democracy a walk- 
over, and such a condition of politics is not 
probable or desirable. 

The Cincinnati News, in discussing the 
Ohio victory, says: ‘“‘It means democracy. 
It means a trial for democracy, that it may 
have full chance to show what it can do. It 
does not mean that it can violate its once sol- 
emn pledges, or ‘go back upon’ its platforms 
containing years of promises made when it 
was climbing to this position. It does mean 
for it a quarter of a century’s. power, if it is 
but prudent, and if it but commend itself to 
the best judgment of the American people.’’ 


TilE DEBT STATEMENT. 

In exact figures the debt has been reduced 
in the nine months of the present fiscal year 
$111,988,272, This is at the rate of something 
over $12,000,000 a month, and if such a rate 
could be maintained until. July 1 the reduc. 
tion of.the year would be about $150,000,000. 
But the reductions of March and April 
have fallen this rate—to, -in fact, 
$8,500,000, and the outcome of the year is 
therefore’still uncertain. The pension office, 
which has a terrible maw, controls the ques- 
tion. This office has taken thus far this year 
$43,000,000, but it is trying to take from the 
pockets of the people $30,000,000 more before 
July 1st, to be disbursed in the upper half of 
the country. Ifit succeeds in reaching its 
present ambition, the reduction of the year 
will not greatly exceed $135,000,000. Were it 
not for the pauperizing pension drain, inter- 
nal taxation could be dispensed with alto- 
gether, and very considerable reduction made 
in the tariff. Instead, however of staying or 
reducing the pension business, the chances 
are that it will be swelled by new proposi- 
tions put through the next congress at the 
instance of demagogues, because a presiden- 
tial contest is close at hand.

General Gordon’s Projeets. 
“Gath"’ in Cincinnati Enquirer. 

I met General Gordon, of Georgia, last Sunday. 
He looks a little old, but rather the result, I should 
suppose, of a long ride in the railroad cars than in- 
creasing years, | asked him if he had seen a recent 
attack on him—notan attack astoany facts that 
need concern him, but an attack in evil spigit. 

“Yes,’’ said he, “I sawit. It wa sent ttn Flor- 


idatothree newspapers, duplicated. It could do 
me noinjury where iam known. J did not lose 
myjtemperaboutitatall. It was written, I under- 
stand, by a person whonrI never saw.”’ . 

“General, how are your railroad matters doing 
in Georgia?’ 

‘*Perfectly well. I left the senate of the United 
States to carry out two enterprises which ! had on 
my mind, ‘Lhe first was a railroad from Atlanta to 
the Alabama cvalfield and beyond it, otherwise the 
Atlantaand Pacific railroad. That work is going 
on.vigorously, and during this year will strike the 
coalfield and give Atlanta cheap fuel, and assist her 
in the career Providence scems to have intended 
for her. The other enterprise I designed was the 
Florida Southern railroad, from Jacksonville 
straight down the peninsula to the 
nearest point to Havana. The Ameri- 
can people will never feel near to 
Havana as ae as they have to go to it‘by steam- 
ships from New Yerk city, Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and the other ports. When they can step on board 
a vessel and in one night’s trip arrive in Cuba, they 
wiil feel asifit wasno great venture. I as fully 
contemplated that railroad when I left the senate 
as the Atlantic and Pacific. I went to Florida, and 
the legislature treated me very handsomely, giving 
me large donations of land, on which money 
has been raised in New York and in Europe 
tobuild the road. We are at work already. We 
can build winter and summer. The distauce is 
from 400 to520 miles from Jacksonville to the end 
of the peninsula. Thecountry is very level, and 
supplies enough forties, I havenodoubt that this 
railroad will vow go straight along. Perhaps by 
next winter the splendid tourist movement to Flor- 
ida will beable to go on tothe south of that penin- 
sulaandtake Cubain. Florida, in my experience 
is receiving more immigration and accessions than 
any part ofthesouth. Itisone of the liveliest states 
in the Union.’’

FIFTEEN BLIND CHILDREN. 


To Whom Sight, Perfect or Partial, is to be Restered— 
What Dr. Calhoun Proposes toe Try and Deo. 

In yesterday's CONSTITUTION our Macon corre- 
spondent alluded to the fact that Dr. A. W. Cal 
houn, ofthiscity, had examined the eyes of the 
children atthe State blind asylum, and decided 
that a number of them might be’restored to sight. 

THE CONSTITUTION asked Dr. Calhoun about the 
matter on yesterday, who said: 

‘It is true that there are about fifteen children in 
the blind asylum on whom an operation would be 
bereficial.’’ 

“Can they be restored to sight?’’ 

‘Yes, in amore or less degree. Some of them 
will be restored to virtually perfect vision. ‘ Others 
will only be able to see to walk about without be- 
ingled. They are now in total darkness, and of 
course helpless. An cperation would improve the 
condition ofeach one. It is of course an immense 
benefit to merely beable to see to walk about with- 
out being led.’’ 

‘“‘How came you to examine the children?’’ 

“It was owing to the great and goed heart of the 
late Governor Stephens. When he went into office 
he seemed to be anxious todo all that he 
could to ameliorate the condition of all his people 
who were in trouble. He suggested that the board 
of trustees of the blind asylum elect me visiting 
oculist. They did this andI accepted. Of course 
there is no salary or emoOlument attached to the of- 
fice. I went downto Macon and carefuly exam- 
ined the eyes of the children, about 80in all. I 
found about 15 on whom I felt sure an operation 
would be beneficial.’’ 

Are you going to _ ae 

‘Yes; Colonel Whittle, one of the trustees, who is 
very euthusiastic on the subject, told me that he 
would send the children up to Atlanta as soon as 
Mr. Williams findsit convenient. Iam afraid there 
may be some doubt about the necessary money. 
Of course I will charge nothing for my work, but 
will take pleasure in doing what I can for these un- 
fortunates. Their expenses will haveto be pene. 
however, while they are here. Governor Stephens 
said before he died that he wouid provide the 
money, and I suppose his successor will do the same 
thing. Itisan object that will appeal to general 
sympathy.’’ 

‘Is sight frequently restored by operations?’’ 

_“*Yes. There isin Macon a family named Carey. 
There are six children, and all went blind within 
a yearafter birth with cataract. I operated on the 
elder boy and restored his sight. He has worked 
and made enough to pay the expenses of all of - his 
brothers up here and I have operated on all ex- 
cept the youngest, who wlll come up with the 
children of the asylum when they come.”’ 

It is enough to say that the expenses of the chil- 
dren shall be paid. If the state cannot provide the 
money, THE CONSTITUTION will see that the money 
ix ready when it is needed. The children must 
have a chance.

The Defendant on the Stand and Some Sparring With 
the Distriet Attornsy—Discussing the Domestic 
Affairs of Howard—He Refuses to Answer 
@ Question of the District Attorney. 


The Howard casc was more than usually inter- 
estang yesterday. The morning was spent in the 
examination of several witnesses for the defense, 
and when the court convened at three the defend- 
ant was put upon the stand to testify in hisown be- 
half. Inthe direct testimony he denied having 


taken any of the letters which 
it was charged he had stolen. He explained 


some points that had been made against him and 
was upon the stand for fully two hours. Hedenied 
most emphatically that he had ever tampered with 
any letters. He was asked in detail about each of 
the packages and denied having taken any of them. 
A scene occurred during the cross-examination of 


Howard. Mr. Speer asked Howard; 

‘What was your pay?’ 

**$550 a year.’’ 

‘How much is that a month?’’ 

“We were paid by day. Some months it was 
$41, and some months $43.”’ 

‘“‘Where did you live at then?’’ 

‘In Atianta.’’ 

“What house?’ 

‘*123 Houston street.’’ 

“Who lived with you?’’ 

‘*My present wife, sir.’’ 

‘Have you been married more than once?”’ 

“No, sir.”’ 

“Did you keep house or board ?’’
